One of these difficulties dx- 
ists in the person of Senator Voorhees, of 
Indiana, who yesterday made a set speech in 
which he flung aside the traditions of Denioc- 
racy and planted himself squarely upon a 
high-tariff platform. In this course Voor- 
hees is not alone, as at least nine of his 
Bourbon brethren in the Senate are suspected 
of contemplating a simflar flop. In such a 
case it is difficult to see how the Democrats 
are going to straighten out their inter-party 
tariff tangle and agree upon any well-de- 
fined course of opposition to the Republican 
program. 


THE FALL OF ALEXANDRIA. 
The bombardmeut of Alexandria has been 
followed by the sack and burning of the city. 


— The horrors of pillage and massacre have 


been added to the usual hardships of war. 
All that was beautiful or valuable in Alex- 
andria has been destroyed, The European 
quarter, Where the best buildings were situ- 
ated, has been burned. ‘The shops have 
been plundered, The Europeans who re 
mained in the city have had to fight for their 
lives, and many of them have fallen victims 
to the ferocity of the defeated Arabs, 
Wednesday was a night of horrors in Alex- 
andria. The fire of the fet Tuesday did such 
execution that the Egyptians resolved to 
evacuate the city. Before doing so they 
handed it over to the mob. The prisons were 


opened—always the sigud? for wholesale. 


murder and robbery—and the convicts, aided 
by strolling bands of soldiers, looted the gity. 
Among these marauders were many of the 
wild Arabs who have been loosely spoken of 
as Bedoulns. The fires in many instances 
were started by the plunderers themselves. 
The complete destruction of the European 
quarter, which was not particularly exposed 
to the fire of the fleet, was not accidental. 
The mob looked in that direction for booty 
and revenge. They besieged the Ottoman 
Bank, where many Europeans had sought 
refuge, and massacred all who had not the 
strength to fight their way through. The 
old and feeble, the women and children of 
European birth—if there were any remain- 
ing in the city—must all have perished. 

The annihilation of a city of 225,000 inhab- 
itants and the massacre of hundreds of non- 
combatants are fortunately not common oc- 
currences in our times. Modern wartare has 
pessed the stage at which such things were 


usual; But it has not yet, as the fall of Alex- 


andria shows, made them impossible. It was 
written of ancient Carthage, Carthago dele- 
ta est-—that is to say, Carthage is utterly 
destroyed.” Such was, in truth, the fate of 
that once ‘proud and imperial city. Alex- 
andria will not have altogether a similar ex- 
perience. Its harbor and railroad have not 
been destroyed, and commerce will come 
back to it, But for the time being it seems 
to have been as completely demolished as if 
it had been captured by an enemy 2,000 years 
ago and formally given over to fire and sword. 

The great good fortune of Alexandria now 
consists in the fact that it had not much to 
lose. Its ancient glory had departed. It 
had ne considerable art-treasures. Its libra- 
ry was destroyed for good and all twelve 
hundred years ago. Except in the European 
quarter the dwellings were mean and 
squalid, There were a few hospitals, many 
mosques, a custom-house, convents, church- 
es, an arsenal, and two theatres, but no other 
public buildings of importance. There were 
no sights to keep the traveler in Alexandria 
beyond a day. It was purely a couimer- 
cial city of recent growth, depending 
upon the Nile Canal and the railroad 
for its chief means of communication with 
the interior, and having a new and valuable 
trade in consequence of the opening of the 
Suez Canal, The old city was buried behind 
it, and it was looking forward rather than 
backward. There are no sentimental his- 
torical associations connected with the new 
Alexandria, Such pity as may be felt on ac- 
count of the terrible calamity that has fallen 
upon it must be put on the score of simple 
humanity. From any point of view it must 
be regarded as a great misfortune that so 
many lives should have been lost, and so 
much. property destroyed without good 
cause. 

The responsibility of the ruin of the city 
and the loss of life involved in it will be 
charged upon the English, but it does not 
wholly belong to them. In the same sense 


fact is, that the items enumerated in the bil! 
gre about the only special taxes left on the 
statute-books. They ought to be repealed; 
tne objection thereto lies im the precedence 
which is given them over a reduction of the 
customs taxes, which ought to be made at 
the same time, and to the man in which 
their repeal is proposed. If a reform in in- 
ternal taxation were proposed which should 
abolish all the machinery for collecting 
licenses and special taxes, thereby materi- 
ally reducing the cost of colleetion, and pro- 
vide at the same time for the maintenance of 
the manufacturers’ tax on whisky, beer, and 
tobacco, the bill would be in the nature of a 
great public benefit. The economy of such 
a measure would largely offset the reduction 
in revenue. 

Looking on both sides of the question, it 
does not seem to be a matter of vital impor- 
tance whether the bill shall pass or not. 
Politically, it will net be possible to arouse 
much public interest in either event. The 
people at large will not be sufficiently re- 
lieved by the adoption of the act nor suffi- 
ciently damaged by its failure to influence 
the drift of public sentiment in the fall eleo- 
tions. If the bill shall pass the Democrats 


| will not succeed in eonvincing the people 


that it was concocted entirely in the interest 
of the bankers, for the ouly substitute pro- 
posed by the Democrats was the repeal of all 
taxes on whisky and tobacco, which would 
sacrifice four times as much revenue and 
afford no relief whatever to the masses, If 
the bill shall tall the Democrats will not be 
able to sustain the charge that the Repub- 
licans refused to reduce taxation, since the 
bill proposes rather a reduction of revenue 
than of taxes. Its failare will leave tax is- 
sues just where they were before, with both 
parties responsible in part for the creation of 
the Tariff Commission and consequent post- 
ponement of tariff revision, and with the 
Democratic party solely responsible for the 
failure to do anything whatever. in the way 
of tax-reform during the six years they con- 
trolled Congress, and. having now no higher 
idea of tax-reform than that which shall se- 
cure free whisky and tobacco.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more 
brutal and unjust act than that which the 
English fleet has just perpetrated in firing 
on tne City of Alexandria and the forts sur- 
rounding it. Can any one suppose for a mo- 
ment that the British Government would 
have permitted similar action towards a city 
belonging to a European Power, and is not 
the conclusion evident at a glance that 
Egypt’s weakness and inability to protect 
itself are alone the motives which have 
prompted its action? Why bad not the 
Egyptians the right to erect forts around their 
principal seaport? Has not every other 
country done the same thing? The action 
of the English Government towards the 
Egyptians is for high-handed outrage with- 
out a parallel except in its own history. 
The bombarding of Copenhagen by the 
British squadron under Nelson in 1801 and 
the destruction at the same time of the Danish 
fleet was a similar act. No other nation call- 
ing itself civilized has ever been guilty of 
such barbarity, and its action is such as 
should arouse against it the detestation of 
the world. The conduct of the Government, 
however, in this affairis but a fair repre- 
sentation of the character of the English na- 
tion. Nothing which has occurred in Parlia- 
ment for many years has been received with 
such wild enthusiasm as the announcements 
made some days since by Lord Granville and 
Sir Charles Dilke that the fleet was about to 
commence an attack on Alexandria, and the 
act itself has met with the warmest approba- 
tion of the entire British people. Efforts 
have been made to prove that the attack upon 
Alexandria was sanctioned by the other 
European Powers. We doubt the correct- 
ness of this statement, for nothing has come 
to hand as yet from other than English 
sources which can be regarded as having a 
tendency even to corroborate it. 

It is claimed by the English that their in- 
terests in Egypt have been jeopardized by 
the action of the National party of which 
Arabi Bey is the chief. We fail to see the 
truth of this assertion. Grinding and op- 
pressive as is the tax the Egyptians are 
forced to pay British subjects—a debt for 
which they are in no sense responsible—the 
Egyptian leaders promise that it strall be 
paid in full. Egypt owes a similar debt te 
citizens of France, yet the French Govern- 
ment has been very far from resorting to 
such extreme measures. Citizens of Great 
Britain were recently murdered in the streets 
of Alexandria by an irresponsible mob, but 
the same thing happened to citizens of other 
European countries, and yet no other country 
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present whatever, nor is it likely that 
Britain will seek to annex Egypt, as has 
deen intimated in the later European dis- 
patches. She will rather strive to establish 
the condition of affairs whieh existed prior to 
the attempt of Arabi Bey to free his country. 
We say there will be no war, for there 
is now in Egypt no enemy capable of oppos- 
ing her. Neither will she attempt to annex 
Egy pt, for such action would be opposed by 
other European Powers whom she dare not 
offend. The concealed dislike with which 
she is now regarded by the Porte will be in- 
tensified by her recent action, and only 
await a suitable opportunity to do her in- 
jury. Her close relations heretofore exist- 
ing with France may be expected to grow 
cooler, and French jealousy will scarcely 
pardon the overbearing eonduet she is likely 
to pursue hereafter in Egypt. As for the 
Egyptians, their attempt to free themselves 
from her mercens ry control will cost them 
dear. She will undoubtedly prove a Shy- 
lock, who will extort from them the last 
ducat in their possession. .

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THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 

The prospect for a settlement of differences 
between the two factions of the Republican) 
party in Pennsylvania is certainly not en- 
couraging. The Regulars would be delight- 
ed to bring about a union upon their own 
terms, bat the Independents feel that they 
have gone too far to recede, and that any 
basis. of codperation now would be a surren- 
der of the cause in which they are enlisted, 
The follows is a list of propositions which 
the Cameron faction have made, any one of 
which they say will be acceptable to them:

On their face these several propositions 
would seem to be fair and reasonable, and 
-without closer inspection the Independents 
would be blamed for a ref usal to accept some 
one of them, But it must not be forgotten 
that all of them turn upon a final decision by 
the very machine elements against which the 
Independents are protesting. A submission of 
the two tickets to be voted on at Republican 
primaries would enable Cameron to carry the 
day just as easily and surely as he did when 
delegates to the regular convention were 
selected. The same is true of the proposed 
choice of a new ticket at the primaries on 
the holding of a new convention. Senator 
Cameron is the “boss.” He controls the 
Government offices, the State offices, and the 
local offices in Republican districts. The 
Republican primaries are run by his 
agents and dependents, It is against 
this machinery that the Independent Re- 
publicans have arrayed themselves, and they 
would abandon the prineiple for which they 
are contending if they should again throw 
themselves under the juggernaut car in 
which Mr. Cameron rides. If it were mere- 
ly a question of candidates or of offices, the 
case would be different; the two factions 
might then draw lots for the places or agree 
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tor Uke the other Powers.

popular, either in this country or in France.” 
Worse than this, they have to bear the 
most complaisant and deprecating utterances 
from the French, who wash their hands of 
all responsibility. Even the Liberte, a paper 
friendly to England, says: “If we followed 
Engiand in the adventure in which she is 
said to be embarking and wishes to lead us, 
it must be well understood it would only be 
to act as her auxiliary and for her benefit, as 
it has ever been when we have been partners 
in a joint enterprise.” The National taunts 
them as follows: The English are free to 
accept Arabi’s challenge, in spite of the 
wisest counsels. It is certain that it is not 
our interest to recommence for them an era 
of campagnes de devouement, as in the 
Crimea, China, and Mexico. We were part- 
ners fur the defense of a Control which is 
only half moral.“ 

M. John Lemoinne concludes an article in 
the following manner, which must have been 
exasperating to the other sidg of the Chan- 
nel: We cannot but express the best wishes 
for an expedition which is necessary for her, 
but which is not so for us, and in which the 
clear opinion of this country forbids us to 
take part.“ 

In fine, by a double-taced and somewhat 
contemptible policy France has urged En- 
gland on into her present position. She de- 
sires the overthrow of Arabi Bey and the res- 
toration of the status quo just as much as 
England, for her interests in Egypt, though 
somewhat different, are just as important as 
those of England, and though the canal is 
not a political necessity to her it is to be pre- 
sumed that, haying built it, she is financially 
interested in it, and, besides these reasons, 
French ascendency in North Africa is a 
strong traditional sentiment of the French 
people. They have urged England on until 
she has struck the blow. France has in- 
curred none of the expense, none of the dan- 
ger, none of the résponsibility, none of the 
odium, for there is always odium when. two 
big dogs attack a little one, but as between 
the two countries—England going ahead and 
France waiting to san. wre gal for-

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CONGRESSIONAL BOUQUETS. 

The corn crop may fail, but it is gratifying 
to be aasured that the supply of Congressional 
bouquets is to be kept at its maximum. 
There may be a very short crop of peaches in 
Southern Dlinois, but there will be an abun- 
dant crop of flowers in the Botanic Garden at 
the National Capital if a liberal appropria- 
tion will secure it. 

A botanic garden is popularly supposed to 
be “a garden in which plants are collected 
and cultivated for the purpose of illustrating 
the sclence of botany.” This is, in fact, the 
purpose to which the Washington garden is 
devoted. The Linneus method of artifi- 
cial classification” is combined with the 
natural affinities” theory of the old En- 
glish botanist, John Ray, by the managers of 
the institution. 

The flowers are arranged in bunches of va- 
rious sizes and forms, aud then an effort is 
made to find their natural affinities.” 
These are invariably discovered to be Con- 
gressmen and their fumilies and friends. 

When a Segator or Representative resumes 
his seat after an absence he usually finds a 
huge bonquet on his desk. This is to assure 
him that the science of botany is still being 
vigorously prosecuted atthe garden. He is 
able, too, to make a comparison between the 
flowers he finds on his return and the flowers 
he left at his departure, and 80 to note 
whether there has been any striking change 
of climate in the neighborhood of the Capi- 
tal. This is to the Congressman a lesson in 
what is called “Geographical Botany.“ 
which “treats of the manner in which plants 
are affected by climate and station.” Itisa 
study ot great interest and requires on the 
part of the student an intimate ,acquaint- 
ance with most of the sciences, which fact 
affords an explanation of the care used in 
the education of Congressmen. 

To make this practical application of the 
science of botany to the common everyday 
affairs of the life of Congressmen costs only 
about $24,000 a year. In order to make it

A long discussion is threatened on 
amendments to be proposed, some of which 
are in the right and others in the wrong 
direction. The final disposal of the new 
propositions will probably influence several 
votes both for and against the bill, and the 
outcome is exceedingly doubtful, The Dem- 
ocratic managers are evidently preparing to 
make some party capital otit of the situation. 
They want to hit it K it is a deer and miss it 
if it is a calf. They are arranging w de- 
nounce the Republi if they pass the bill, 
and to accuse them of a breach in their 
policy if they fail to pass it. As the cuse 
now stands the Democrats treat the bili as a 
bankers’ measure” and charge that it has 
been urged in behalf of special interests. 
But it the bill fail they will contend with 
| equal emphasis that the Republicans must 

be blamed for not maturing and passing some 
measure for the reduction of taxation. 

As a matter of fact, the Reveriue-Rednc- 
tion bill has none of the political importance 
which is attached to it in Washington. It 
cuts off about $23,000,000 of revenue. If it 
reduced burdensome taxation in an eq 
amount it would be a measure of great 
portance and benefit to the country. The re- 
net of taxation will not, however, be per- 
ceptible to the masses. The reduction of the 
dank taxes wil not make discounts any 
cheaper; the repeal of the stamp tax on 
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less should such reports, even if well founded, 
have led to so atrocious an act as that of the 
British fleet in the harbor of Alexandria. If 
the Suez Canal wasin danger, which may 
be more than reasonably doubted, there 
were other means amply adequate for its pro- 
tection which could have been legitimately 
and appropriately applied, and which would 
have met with general approval. „ 
The truth is, that Great Britain has so long 
domineered over Egypt as she does over 
every weak country having close relations 
with her that she will permit nothing like 
National aspiration—nothing like an attempt 
at freedom or independence by the Egyp- 
tians—without seeking to crush it at all haz- 
ards and by every means in her power. Of 
late years she has compassed the world 
in just such attempts. Ohina first was made 
to feel the weight of her heavy hand. Next 
the Ashantees on the west coast of Africa 
suffered for having come into contact with a 
few of the British people. Then came the 
turn of the Afghans in Central Asia, but she 
gained little else in this effort than hard 
blows, and was practically forced to abandon 
Afghanistan after a heavy expenditure of 
money and life. The Zulusin South Africa 
were next selected for trial, and, though she 
finally succeeded in overcoming them, she 
left their country in a state of absolute 
anarchy. After them the Boers of the 
Transvaal seemed an easy prey, but, igno- 
rant and weak and unskilled as they were, 
they proved too strong for her to bully, and 
the result was to her an ignominious peace. 
Ont of all these attempts she has come with 
wasted prestige. Her troops have been re- 
peatedly and disgracefully defeated, her 
picked Generals have shown themselves 
incompetent, and her whole military 
organization proved to be inferior to that 
of any second or third rate Power. 
In fact, the British lion, once se potent in 
the world’s history, is now but little else 
than the fabled jackass clad in the lion’s 
skin, and while it still apes the lordly man- 
ner of the nobier animal its kick is bestowed 
upon and hurtful only.to animals, as in this

THE ANGLO-FRENCH DISAGREEMENT. 

The two highwaymen of Europe, after 
eonspiring together for the further plunder 
of Egypt, have fallen out through distrust 
of each other. One of them, England, has 
gone in and committed the deed, and when 
the time comes the other, France, will step 
in of course and demand a share ef the 
plunder. The old sayme that when rogues 
fall out honest men get their due is not true 
jn this case, for the rogues have fallen out, 
but there is no prospect that Egypt, the victim, 
will be any better off for it. The moat fitting 
simile in the case is that of the monkey which 
indueed the cat to pull the chestnuts out of 
the fire. The alliance between the two began 
in January last, when M. Gambetta induced 
the English Government to join France in 
the joint note. It was an unlucky docu- 
ment, as it made an enemy of Arabi Bey 
and the Sultan, and provoked some very per- 
tinent criticisms from the Powers. Lord 
Granville, perceiving the mistake, vainly 
urged Gambetta to modify it, but he refused, 
and rather than irritate France England al- 
lowed herself to stand committed to 
the note. In due time, M. Gambetta 
was deposed from power and M. de Frey- 
cinet succeeded him, but matters did not 
change for the better; on the other hand, 
they grew rapidly worse. Lord Granville 
desired to consult the other Powers as to the 
proper method of intervention, M. de Frey- 
cinet consented. The Powers expressed 
their willingness, and Bismarek suggested a 
conference on the 27th of February, but sud- 
denly De Freycinet thougnt it was not best 
to be in u hurry, and Bismarck’s proposal 
was rejected, much to England’s wortifi- 
cation, Two months élapsed and noth- 
ing was done, though Lord Granviite 
made proposition after proposition to 
France, which were declined us soon as they 
were made, and thus things drifted along 
until England was compelled to go in alone 
or ignominiously ‘back owt, after making 
such a tremendous display of her power ; 
while France, breaking the falith which 
had been promised, disowning the veew 


moved to strike out the item, and made a 
speech in support of his motion, claiming 
that $17,000 was amply sufficient to maintain

Wasnineron,.. D. C., July 13.—Our Govern- 
ment has not received detailed dispatches 
from Alexandria since the news of tho 
conflagration, but Aamiral Nichols has 
sent a dispateh to the Navy Department 
stating that there has been much destruc- 
tion of property of Americans there, but no loss 
of life as far as he had ascertained, The only 
instructions that have been given to our diplo- 
matic and naval officers with respect to this con- 
test is to protect American life and property as 
far as possibie and to remain neutral. There 
are same comments upon the frequent visite of 
Gen. Waliace-—American Minister to Constanti- 
nople— to the Sultan, as reported by cable, and 
a hope is expressed that he will do nothing toin- 
volve this country in any controversy with Great 
Britain or Frans relative to the Egyptian ques- 
aon. 

AMERICANS IN EGYPT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14—Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen says, in answer to inquiries as to the 
safety of our officials and countrymen at Alex- 
andria: We have no Consul in that city, but 
the Vioe-Consul is a resident of position, a rich 
Israciite; one of the members of the court at 
Alexandria, Judge Bachellor, is in this country 
on leave, and he understands that the 
other two American Judges have gone 
nto the country.” About a month 
ago one vessel from the Mediterranean 
squadron was sent to Alexandria for the protec- 
tion of American residents, and as the danger 
increased two other ships were sent thither from 
the same squadron. About ten days ago, in- 
quiry baving been made by the American Board 
of Foreign Missions, Secretary Frelinghuysen 
telegraphed to the Vice-Consul asking as to the 
safety of the missionaries. He received answer 
to the effect that they were all either on our 
vessels or bad gone into the interior, He trusts, 
therefore, that the American resideats at Alex- 
andria have suffered no harm,

ALEXANDRIA, 
THE CITY AS IT WAS A WEEK AGO, 

The modern City of Alexandria is built prin- 
cially on the peninsula which lies between the 
old and new harbors. From the Pharos on the 
north to the Canal Mahmoud, which forms the 
southern boundary, is at least six miles. The 
peninsula spreads at the north into two arms. 
the extreme points of which are some four miles 
apart. The width of the peninsula proper is less 
thau two miles, but the base line of the city, run- 
ning east and west from the lower end of the 
oid harbor on the line of the Rosetta & Cairo 
Ratiroad,,is at least six miles in length. 

THE MAIN BUSINESS PART 

of the city lies along the lower end of the east- 
ern or new barbor extending southwest and 
north from the European market. The city is 
of most irregular construction. and the modern 
improvements made by the predecessor of the 
present Khedive weré pushed through a tangled 
mass of jli-bullt streets. 

Without the aid ot an elaborate diagram it is 
extremely dillioult to eonvey an idea of the ge- 
ography of the city, the situation of the forts 
and the besieging fleet, and the location of the 
principal public buildings to wRich reference is 
made in the dispatches. 

THE FORTS 
are widely distributed. Fort Ada and the fort 
of the original Pbaros guard the new harvor 
(the eastern one) on the north. This was the 
“Great Harbor” of the ancients, a description 
of which was given by Strabo, and its present 
name is really a misnomer. This harbor Mo- 
hammed Ali attempted to utilize, but its mouth 
was found to bo choked with sand, and it bas

THE ARSENAL 

s not an important building in the eyes of trav- 
vieré, and has geveraily been considered as 
rather a poor apology for the purpose for which 
it w designed. custom house and 
landing: place for steamers are situated 
immediately south of the arsenal and dominated 
by Fort Cafareili, better known as Fort Napo- 
leon. South of this point the streets are wide 
and the business part of the city lies here, ex- 
tending to the enst along the trend of the new 
barbor. The ‘principal east-and-west streets 
crossing the narrow portion of the peninsula are 
the Rue de la Marine and Ruede ne (cus- 
tom-house). The palace of the Governor is on 
the harbor-front just north of the first-named 
street. 

The commercial life of Alexandria is crowded 
into the irreguisriy-bounded section to the 
south of the Kue Neuve Mahmoud, which ex- 
tends from the barracks ou bnew quay di 
onally across the peninsula to the Baths of Pak 
lonius. e the walls ot Fort Napoleon. 
The Canal of Mahmoud bounds tis part of the 
city on the west and—at a considerable distance 
outside the Wulls—on the south also. 

WEST OF THE CANAL, 


towerds Fort Meks, is the ancient Necropoli 
the race-course and hippodrome (Gabari), 
the railroad from the Mole, over which most of 
the freight traffic of the city passes. An irregu- 
larly-bullt wall, the usefulness of which has 
long passed away, incloses the old town, but the 
dimensions thus fixed have been outgrown, and 
under Mohammed Ali and his successors an 
outer line of fortifications was constructed on 
the south and east, with scattered forts still 
further out, connected by & series of bastions. 

The most important business streets and pub- 
lic places are the streets Of Anastasi, Ibrahim, 
Mebemet Ali, thejPlace de l' Eglise, the street of 
the Rosetta Gate, the street of the Column. and 
the Rue de la Paille. The great centre of Buro- 
pean life is the Piace Mebemet Ali, in which is 
the equestrian statue of the great soldier after 
whom it is named, the head of the reign 
nasty of Egypt. is place forms a 
gram of considerable size, and is situated about 
six biocks from the lower end of the new dar- 
bor. The Hotel de l'Europe, the chief hotel of 
the eity, is here, and this is the beadguarters of 
the caiés and restaurants, The offices of the 
French and American Consuls, the Angio- Egyp- 
tian and Austro-Egyptian Banks, the English 
(urch. and all the steamboat offices are on the 
Place Mehcmet Ali. 

NEXT IN IMPORTANCE

ita name from the Roman Catholic Church of 
St. Catherine, situated at ita southern end. The 
Hotel Abbat, whieh ranks second on the list. is 
on this piace, and bere aiso is the post-office. The 
Italian and Austrian Consulates. the Greek 
Catholic and the Orthodox Greek Churches, the 
British ahd Egyptian telegraph offices, and near- 
ly all the stores patronized by Europeans are in 
the Place de I’ Bglise, the Place Mehemet Ali, or 
the short and uarrow streets which connect the 
two. The custom-house is on east side of 
the town, just west of the arsenal basin, and 
more than a mile from the business centre, and 
the palace of the Governor is also isolated. 
The European market is on the harbor 
front, a few biocks from the Place 
Meheme@@ All. Here are the Protestant, Pres- 
byteriam, and Maronite Churches, the Hotel des 
Messageries, and many stores of an inferior 
class. The spot where Cieopatra's Needle stood 
is half a mile east, and very near the terminus 
of the Ramlen Railroad. Still further east. on 
the southern shore of the misnamed New Har- 
bor, are the ruins of the palaces of Cleopatra 
and the Ptolemies, the old Quarantiae, the 
city abattoir. 
RAMLEH, 


four miles outside the Rosetta gate, is the most 
important suburb of Alexandria., and is one of 
the prettiest marine retreats on the Levant. 
it is inhabited chietly by the wealthier ciass of 
Europeans, and is accessible by two lines of rail- 
road and a handsome and well-kept boulevard. 
The ancient Necropolis of the Romans, east of 
the city, now includes the Catholic and Jewish 
cemeteries and a number of small villages and 
scattered residences, 

An ular line of fortifications extends 
from the Kamieh railroad station on the harbor 
front south and east, and after passing the 
Rosetta Gute skirts the city on the south. The 
character of these fortitications is not such as 
to resist an assault from beavy artillery, and 
their capabilities are hardly likely to be tested, 
us the British will operate from the other side 
of the city and land their troops from the west- 
ern harbor, ‘line of retreat of Arabi Pasha 
appears to have been through the setta 
Gate, which gave him undisturbed contro!

Wheat was firmer, with smaller markets and a 
very good demand for new red winter, under- 
stood to be wanted for export, while the weather 
in Western Europe was again bad, and there 
was a smart storm here. Corp was stronger, 
though the receipts were larger than oh any day 
for along While past. There was a brisk ship- 
ping demand, while the trading in futures 
was largely of the scalping order. 
Oats were generally strong, ju sym- 
pathy with corn, rye easier, and barley dull.

Lard closed 5@7%c lower, at $12.55 bid for Au- 
gust and $12.724@12.75 seller September, Short 
ribs closed W lower. at $12.524@12.55 seller Sep- 
tember. Spring wheat closed firmer, at $1.32 bid 
seller the month and $1.12%@1.12y for August.

The demand for dry goods was unimproved. 
There isasteady moderate movement in the 
execution of small mail orders for such articles 
as are required to replenish stocks, Prices 
average very steady. Nothing new of impor- 
tance was developed in the grocery market be- 
‘yond an advance of 2@3cin sirups. There was 
agvod general demand, and most lines showed 
continued steadiness. Dried fruits are in fair 
demand on country account, and both foreign 
and domestic varieties are firmly held. Fish 
are in better supply. but under a continued 
good demand remain firm generally. No 
changes occurred in dairy products, Butter 
was in good request and firm, while cheese re- 
mains dull and heavy. There was a good de- 
mand for oils, and prices of lard, turpentine, 
nea:sfoot, and miners’ were advanced. Linseed 
oll was a shade lower. Bagging remains firm. 

In broom-corn dealers report a steady trade 
at the prices ruling for the past month. Green 
fruits continued active, strawberries and 
blackberries coming in less pientifully and sell- 
ing higher for choice stock. Other berries in 
fair supply and generally lower. Wholesale 
druggists report no change in the prominent 
staples, and generally complain of a light busi- 
ness for the season. Eggs were steady at 17@ 
17% per doz. Hides, grease, and tallow continue 
quiet, with a general steadiness in prices. Pota- 
toes were much plentier, selling 25c per bu be- - 
low the price paid on Wednesday. - Indications 
point to more liberal receipts, and a sharp de- 
cline within a short time. Wool moves fairly at 
the figures ruling tor the past week. Hay was 
steady with light receipts. Seeds were inactive, 
with tlaxseed sell at $1.25 for merchantable, 
or le above Wedwpesday’s price. Other kinds 
were steady, and offerings very light. 

Lake freights were fairly active, corn tor Buf- 
falo being taken at 1X%(c, and wheat for Kingston 
at 50. The aggregate engagements up to the 
close of Change were 106,000 bu wheat and 75.000 
bu corn. Some wheat was ‘taken as part of a 
contract for foreign account, but the rate and 
quantity were withheld. 

Rail freiguts were reported y on the basis 
of Be per 100 lbs of grain and W on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was reported nominal.

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwautee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit reported yester- 
day aggregated 105,000 bu.

The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 276,000 bu.

It was telegraphed from New York BB Boor 
that the visibie supply of wheat decreased last 
week nearly 500,000 bu, and ot corn about 600,000 
bu. 

Another lot of 33 car-loads red winter wheat 
was received here yesterday from Ballard Coun- 
ty, Kentucky. The first consignment was 20 
car-loads. Kentucky wheat would seem to be 
setting in this way. 

The men who pay others to investigate crop 
conditions, independent of agricultural bu- 
reaus, have better expectations in regard to the 
next corn crop. They say that the latest pub- 
lished figures are the result ot observations 
made at least a fortnight ago, and 
that conditions have materially changed in 
that time. They think that the corn crop this 
year will de fully equal to the average of the 
last five years, which is about 1.400, 000. 000 bu, 
if official figures mean anything. Unfortunately 
they do not always bring us very near the truth; 
but we have to reason with those figures asa 
basis, because they are the best we have, and 
perhaps the best that can be obtained un- 
de present conditions. This is a big country, 
and a statement of its corn yield for any one 
year to withia ten or a hundred bushels is so 
self evidently farcical as to warrant doubts with 
regard to the intelligence that can perpetrate 
such statements, 

The returns from Illinois seem to indicate that 
the oats crop this year will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 100,000,000 bu in this State alone. That 
would be some 50 per cent greater than the larg- 
est crop previously reported. 

It was remarked yesterday that one has to 
pour a great deal of water into a dry ditch in 
order to make a current. This was said with 
reference to the wheat movement. The world 
is simply bare of old wheat, and vast quantities 
ot the new will be absorbed in the shape of little 
stocks at different places before there is any 
noticeable surplus to bear prices. There is a lit- 
tle old spring wheat yet in Chicago; and wisdom 
would dictate the propriety of moving it out be- 
fore there is very much of the new wheat, either 
spring or winter, to compete with it. 

A car load of white corn sold in this market 
yesterday by sample at 9c per bu. This is the 
highest price ever known since we began to 
reckon on a specie basis. 

The thermometer was almost at the freezing 
point in Aurelia, O., Wednesday night. 

The lumber trade has lost some of its activity 
within the past fortnight. This is noticeable both 
in the cargo market and at the yards. Some 
yard dealers even now report that their outside 
orders are quite liberal, while others state that 
they are doing almost nothing. The city trade 
as a whole is better than it was one month ago, 
wheh contractors were awaiting the re- 
suit of the brickmakers’ strike. Recent re- 
ductions in prices fur cargoes and at the yards 
have bad their effect upon the mill-owners 
across the lake. The manufacturers have al- 
ready begun to vile the product of their milis in- 
stead of forcing it upon the market, as was done 
the Orat two months after the opening of navi- 
gation. It is now reported that a number of the 
most prominent shingie-milis at Ludington and 
Manistee contemplate shutting down work for 
thirty days. Such action would result in cur- 
tailing the manufacture of shingles 100,000,000 
during the next month. The shingle manufact- 
urers claim that the shingle in the log costs 
$2.00 per 1,000 at the mill. and to seil at the pres- 
ent prices—$2.40@2.70 per 1,000—with the ex- 
pense of sawing and shipping, is anything but a 
profitable business. The stock of shingles here 
is fair, but if the mills cease operations for the 
period stated, the inevitable consequence will 
be higher prices. 

The San Francisco Herald says: The wheat 
crop for 1880-"81 was the largest in California's 
history, the banner year. The exports for the 
cereal year 1881-82 were, however, the largest 
in our history, by reason of the very heavy 
carry-over stock at the commencement of the 
new barvest year, variously estimated at 700,- 
000 to 1,000,000 tons, which will account for the 
large export traffiv of the cereal vans Juss closed.

Duty on Grain Shortage. 

The action of the custom-house officer at 
Kingston. compeliing Capt. Woods, of the 
schooner W. H. Oades, to pay duties on a short- 
age on grain that was never brought into the 
country, causes a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among vessel men. Ou a cargo ot 15,400 bushels 
of wheat to Kingston, there was a shortage of 
twenty bushels of red wheat and nine bushels of 
whitegvheat. For the shortage of red wheat the 
Captain paid the consignee at the rate of $1.40 a 
bushel, and $1.35 on white wheat, $38.70 in all. 
At the custom-house he was refused a clearance 
until he paid duty on the shortage, amounting 
to $4.25. The Captain never heard of sucha 
thing befcre,and a great deal of explanation 
failed to convince bim that it was just. Several 
cases of this kind have occurred at kingston 
this season, and, on appeal, the action of the 
Collector has been sustained.

According to the ügures presented above 


nearly 40 per cent of New York's popuiation is 
Roman Uatholic. At the present ratio of in- 
crease another decade will see this proportion 
increased to 30 per cent. That it will one day 
dominate all other influences in combination is 
more than probable. Compared with the status 
or growth of other denominations, that of Ca- 
tholicism during the past balf-century is most 
extraordinary. It is really among the late com- 
ers, every one of the leading evangelical denom- 
inations antedating it. It secu its first foot- 
hold less than 100 years ago. 


LUTHERANS. 

The Lutheran Church occupies a very impor- 
tant place in the celigious economy of New 
York. While it does not, like the Catholic, rec- 
ognize the supremacy of a foreign beadsbi 7 its 
membership is more exclusively of foreiga birth 
than even that of its Catholic antagonist, and 
within these two nizations nine-tenths of 
all foreign-born bristians make their re- 
ligious home. Catholics of New 
York are estimated at 500,000 souls. Probably 
two-thirds of this number are of Irish origin. 
The Germans of thiscity number 400,000. Of 
this number about 000 are Protestants, and 
fully nine-tenths in turn are of Lutheran ante- 
cedents. This indicates the largeness of the fieid 
in which this Church wields an almost exclusive 
influence. Upon this great mass the Lutheran 
Church has asortof preémption ciaim, but in 
perhape a 14 cases it fails to perfect 
title. Of the 200,000 souls of Lutheran ante- 
cedents in this city probably 100,000 are adults. 
Of this number it is not beside the mark to say 
that at least 60 per cent are infidel. This reduces 
the number of people availabie for full mem- 
bership to about 40,000, and to this number the 
Church lays a more or less established claim. 
There are nineteen Lutheran churches in tne 
city, and 40,000 souls would make an average 
proportion of little more than 2,000 to each 
church. Some go far beyond this in their mixea 
membership; others much below it; but the av- 
erage is probably near the figure indicated. 


UNITARIANS. 


Unitarianism in New York is in statu quo. 
This bas been the case for many years, There 
are fluctuations now and then, but nothing 
more. There has been no addition to the num- 
ber of its churches during many years, and the 
membership of those in, existence depends in 
large manoer.on the qualities of the clergymen 
in the pulpits. re are only three Unitarian 
churches within the corporate limits of the city. 
The total membership is not above 500 families. 
Of these something like 200 go to All Souls’; 
another like number, or nearly 80, to the Churcn 
of the Messiah; and the remainder is appor- 
new to Harlem. Count four members to a 

amily, there is a total of 2.000 Unitarians—men, 
women, and children—in New York; that is to 
say, in aetive church- membership. 


FRIENDS. 


There are two societies of Friends, or Quakers, 
in New York. The Hicksites flourish in Ruther- 
ford place, facing the little park, and their plain 
but neat buildings (meeting-house and schools) 
cover the entire block between Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth streets. The membership is about 300. 
Until lately there was, another society of Hicks- 
ites in Twenty-seventh street; but a few 
months ago they soid their 8 for $97,500, 
and the two societies consolidated. The parent 
society now bas a snug sum of money to its 
credit, besides property valued at $200,000, An- 
other society, of ort ox prociivities, worship 
in Twentieth street, nearly opposit Gramercy 
Park. The meeting-bouse is also a very neat 
and substantial one, and the membership about 
the same as the other 1 
Quakerism cannot be said to flourish in New 

York. During the past ten years there has been 
a falling away of at least 25 percent in the mem- 
bership. At the present rate of re the sect 
in another fifty years, so far as New York is 
concerned, will be extinct. 


SPIRITU ALISTS. 

The Spiritualists of New York—meaning there- 
by all who believe in the alle phenomena of 
modern n gathered in a body 
would no doubt make a good showing as to num- 
bers. Organized Spiritualism in New York is 
represented by about 1,000 persons, while the un- 
organi-ocd forces would probably reach 20,000. 

JEWS. 

It is estimated that there are 60,000 Jews in 
New York.

ON THE BOARD. 


Provisions Weak aud a Stronger Feel- 
ing in Graio—An Export. Demand tor 
Winter Wheat. 

There was less life on Change yesterday, and 
prices were steadier, though considerably un- 
certain. Tne provision market was weak, while 
grain was firmer. The chief points of the day 
were a good export demand for the new winter 
wheat, and an unpression, which got out some- 
how, that parties who have paid for the gather- 
ing of crop news have concluded that the corn 
pruspects have materially improved with- 
in the last fortnight. This was the 
bearing point on provisions. It induced several 
parties to sell just about asfreely as the mar- 
ket would take their offerings, and meats were 
espeecially weak, forming a noticeable contrast 
to the relative strength they havé exhibited for 
a couple of months past. Short ribs declined 20 
cents a hundred pounds, while lard only went 
down about 10 cents. Fork was uncertain in 
tone and relatively steady. Hogs were lower at 
the Stock-Yards—an additional reason for the 
decline in the product. 

The wheat market started in rather weak, but 
turned about 11 o'clock on receipt of private 
advices of more bad weather on the other side 
of the Atlantic and the upward tendency of 
prices there. When the car-lots were posted it 
was found that the receipts were smalier than 


for the last day or two, and parties presumed to 
represent the export trade were bidding quite 
freely for all the red winter No. 1 and No. 2 that 
was olfered, putting up the-price fully one cent 
higber than Wednesday. The trading in futures 
sympathized with that, and the market closed 
quite firm. 


THE RECEIPTS OF CORN 

were larger than for any day in some weeks 
past, but the market was strunger. The rain 
fell rather copiously, making some people think 
that receipts would be smaller in the near fut- 
ure, and the reports that charters have receutly 
been taken to move out nearly ali the grain in 
store made the shorts free buyers; while there 
was a good shipping demand for all the car lots, 
and some buyers in the crowd who were outside 
the usual clique. There is some reason to think 
that there is truth in the charge rather freely 
made that the buying of car-lots in the corn 
crowd has been controlled for some weeks 

ast by a =pvuoling! arrangement which 

as dictated the price to“ sellers subject 
only to the upward or downward movement in 
the crowd that is trading in futures. The buy- 
ing for the last two days indicates general 
symptoms of a breaking away from this ar- 
rangement, particularly in the case of high 
mixed corn, which has risen to a premium of 
three cents a bushel over No. 2 in consequence 
of the iocreased competition for that grade. 
Some parties thought it rather strange that the 
expectation of a better crop of corn did not act 
bearishly in that market to a more marked ex- 
tent than it did in provisions. But this may be 
only another one of the anomalies in the busi- 
ness, forming a companion to the one noted 
yesterday. Oats were frm on futures, with mod- 
erate receipts and a demand for this month, es- 
peciaily spot. Rye was easier. 

THE JUNE WHEAT DEAL. 


The committee on June wheat did nothing 
yesterday except adiourn until Monday, in or- 
der to give the stenographer time to tranacribe 
his notes. Only the sbort side bas so far been 
heard, and it is understood fifteen or twenty 
more witnesses are to be he A decision as 
to the price is not expected to a week or more. 

The Directors of the Grain, Provision, and 
Stock Board met yesterday afternoon and in- 
. structed the President to put in,training some 
man or men for second caller, Mr. Rathbone 
having taken the piace of the late Charies Stiles. 
A petition was presented asking for the adjourn- 
ment of the afternoon call until September, but 
that was decided to be impracticable owing to its 
being necessary to prepare callers to take care 
of the fall and winter trade and “ for other good 
reasons.’ A petition asking that the surplus 
funds of the board be distributed ameng the 
members was placed on file, the money ($75,000) 
having been invested in Board of Trade bonds. 


“COFFEE POLISHING,” 


Organization of a Company to Engage 
im the Prottes io. 

The Chicago Coffee Polishing Company was 
recently incorporated at Springtield with a cap- 
ital stock of $60,000, the principal incorporators 
being Albert H. Piatt, Samuel Thompson, and 
A. Sethenberger. An inquisitive reporter who 
was sorely puzzied to know what a coffee 
polisher was, if not the bald-headed boarder 
who insists upon baving three cups of the bever- 
age with bis morning meal, started out yester- 
day upvn a tour of inquiry. The head man of 
an extensive tea and coffee business furnished 
the first clew. “It is a machine,” said he, 
“for improving the appeurance of coffee, and if 
you go over to Mr. Thomson, of Thomson & 
Taylor, be will tell you all about it. He is quite 
a practical fellow, and has had coffee-polishers 
at work until recently in dis establishment.” 
Mr. Thomson, who was readily found, explained 
that a coffee-polisbher was a wooden cylinder of 
octagonal shape several feet in diameter and 
about nine feet long. Upon each of the eight 
sides were wire windows of graded sizes, which 
were movable. The cylinder being filled with 
coffee-beans and rapidly revoived, the friction 
polishes rough and improperly-hulled beans, and 
removes any impurities which may be adhering 
to them. The dust and dross escapes through 
the wire windows. Another branch of the pol- 
ishing business is the dyeing or staining of 
coffee. By this means a pale, sickly-looking 
bean is transformed into arich and oily-look 
bean with the olive-green hue so much desired. 
Inferior coffee may thus be made to resemble 
first or n The staining process is 
seldom resortal to except in special orders, and 
where customers desire it. Only vegetable col- 
oring matter, perfectiy harmless in its nature, 
is employed, at least so said Mr. Thom- 
son, nt he was, of course unable to 
vouch for the doings of unscrupulous manipu- 
lators of the bean. He spoke only from what 
bad come under his own personal knowledge. 
The great use of the polisher was in restoring 
to its color and smooth surface coffees which 
bad been shipped for long distances in cold 
weather, when the frost congealed upon the 
surface and marked it somewhat as a frosty 
window panc is marked when breathed upon. 
The new corporation have recently located in a 
building of their own on Michigan avenue. 


JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE. 


Joseph Kehoe Discharged by the Coro- 
ners Jury. 

The resuit of the inquest at the County Hospi- 
tal yesterday over the body of Jacob Wolf was 
very satisiactory to Joseph Kehoe, assistant 
bridgetender at the Rush street bridge, who was 
the prisoner in the case, a blow froma club in 
bis hands being the cause of Wolf’s death. Ke- 
hoe’s story that he struck Wolf because the lat- 
ter was attempting to rob another man, a 
Stranger, was corroborated by Jobn Gannon, 
also one of the Kush street bridgetenders. A 
man named Philip Rogers, who was with 
Wolf up to the time of the 
struggle on the bridge between the 
man now dead and the strunger, testified that 
Kehoe struck the blow after the stranger had 
esxcuped and when there was no occasion for it 
To the jury. however, it was evident that Roger. 
was pot telling a correct story, and that he was 
trying to shield Wolf. The jury found that 
Kehoe'’s assault was justifiable, the deceased 
buving been in the act of robbing a man when 
the fatal blow was struck, and they recom- 
mended Kehoe's discharge, which recommenda- 
tion was carried out.

A GOOD CAPTURE. 


Arrest of Two Men in Pittsburg Who 
Wanted in Several Places for 
Fleecing People by the “Partner 


Wanted” Dodge. | 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
PrrrsBuRG, Pa., July 13.—This afternoon two 
Detroit “crooks” who were arrested as sus- 
picious persons on Saturday evening were iden- 
tified by Mr. George F. Heliwig, police reporter 
of the Detroit Free Press, who arrived in this city 
today for that purpose. The men gave the 
names of J. K. Howard, J. D. Clark, and Harry 
Seely. The first-named, however, was discharged 
subsequently, it appearing that he had not been 
guilty of any overt act of villainy, and was new 
to the business. The party were taken by the 
detectives because they had advertised here 
for a partner with $2,000 in such a way 
as to make it appear that they might be the 
same men who were wanted in Detroit and other 
cities East and West from Boston to Chicago, 
where they bad been successful in victimizing 
unsuspecting citizens. All the men denied that 
they were guilty of anything that would make 
their arrest justiflable, but a search of their et- 
fects strengthens the belief of the officers that 
they have made a valuable capture. On 
the person of Seely were found more than 
fifty answers to the advertisement alluded 
to. Telegrams were sent to Detroit, Chicago, 
Cleveland, and other cities, and full descriptions 
of the men were sent toother points by mail. 
Hellwig recognized Clark as Frank Tompkins 
and Seely as — Sanford. The prisoners 
underwent the ordeal with very fait good-pature, 
and denied that they were the men, though this 
was done in such a manner as to leave no doubt 
of the accuracy of the Detroit reporter. Mr. 
Hellwig tells the story of thb crime for which 
Sanford is wanted in a manner that shows that 
the latter is a very accomplished rasggal. Last 
September an advertisement appeared in the 
Detroit papersfora partner with $2,500 cash. 
An old gentleman named Philetus B. Biren 
answered the same, and met A. Frank Judson in 
a lawyer's Office in this city, who had a patent- 
right which he wanted to buy, but did not have 
the mouvey. The mind of Mr. Birch was 60 
worked on that he determined to buy it, and ap- 
inted a meeting with the owner, who proved 
o be Sanford. While they were making the ar- 
rangements for the sale a fourth party named 
Frank Tompkins entered and offered to 
buy it at once, which caused Mr. Birch 
to lay a certificate of deposit for 2,000 
on the desk, and $500 in greenbacks. Sanford 
accepted the same, and picking the money up 
stepped into the next room to write the papers. 
He failed to return, and instead had the certifi- 
cate cashed, and while Mr. Birch was waiting 
for him he made bis way across the river to 
Windsor, Canada, where he\was joined by Tomp- 
kins and Judson. The latter named was after- 
wards arrested, and is serving a two-years' sen- 
tence for the crime. They were nabbed here 
betore they had time to fleece any of their vic- 
tims. They will be taken to Detroit as soon as 
the necessary papers can be procured. 


CHOCTAW NATION. 


Particulars of a Murder Which Has 
Caused a Great Sensation in Indian 
Territory. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 13.—further partica- 
lars of the killing of James Fulsom by Levi 

James, in Choctaw Nation, Indian Territory, on 

Tuesday last, reached here today. James and 

Fulsom on the day the tragedy occurred attend- 

ed a barbecue at Hackett City, Ark. Upon start- 

ing homeward at a late hour. in the evening they 
got into a quarrel, but were separated before 
either was seriously injured. Both were under 
the influence of liquor, and were accompanied 

by a mutual friend. When the party reached a 

point some 300 yards distant from James’ dwell- 

ing Fuilsém left it, saying he would go home, 
and requesting his Indian friend to go with 

James and help him into the house. With this 

they separated. James rode only a short dis- 

tance, when he wheeled his horse, and, with a 

wild cry, started in pursuit of Fuisom, 

and coming up with him, discharged his

revolver at him, the shot taking effect in Ful- 


som’sabdomen. He uttered a cry of agony, and 
exclaiming, “This settles me, dropped from 
his horse upon the prairie. James, with another 
yell, put spurs to his horse and dashed pray. 
He has not — been captured. His hiskbry is 
full of thrilling events. He is deformed, and 
can hardly waik without assistance, but when 
armed and mounted and stimulated with liquor 
he is the terror of the border. Three years ago 
he was tried in the United States Court at Fort 
Smith and found guilty of au assault with intent 
to kill. The sentence was two years in the prison 
at Detroit, Mich. President Hayes, however, 


was induced to pardon him, the main argument 


in his favor being that be wasacripple. Since 
then he has figured in a number of questionabie 
transactions, and it is stated that Fulsom is by 
no means his first victim. 

Fulsom died last Wednesday. He Also had a 
strange history. His father is the v. Willis 
Fulsom, a well-known and popular minister. 
At the time of the tragedx the father was hold- 
ing protracted meetings some miles away, and 
when runners advised him of the death of his 
boy a ae scene followed, the aged patri- 
arch refusing ail consolation. Fulsom, the vic- 
tim of James, was young and well educated. 
For a long time he had given himself up to the 
wildest dissipation, and his fate had been pre- 
dicted. A singular fatality surrounds the name. 
Several of his relatives have been brutally mur- 
dered. Edw Fulsom, hanged at Fort Smith, 
Ark., June 0. fora doubie murder, was a con- 
nection; and likewise Reuben Lucas, who was 
executed by shooting, according to Indian law. 
at Saus Bois Court- House, Choctaw Nation, May 
31. The details of this latter singular event 
were given in THe TRIBUNE at the time the ex- 
ecution occurred.
